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WHY THE TUITION RATE? 


Another matter that often comes up in 
the discussion of educational costs is the 
tuition rate. Let us take a look at this 
matter from the standpoint of teacher 
salaries alone. Most of our Lee College 
teachers have the Master’s Degree or more, 
and a number have been on our staff 
for several years. The base salary for a 
teacher with that degree is $3,500 annually. 
In terms of students, what does it take to 
support a teacher at the current salary? 

If we could place all tuition in teacher 
salaries (which we cannot because of ad- 
ministration salaries, office expense, etc.), 
the scale would run as follows: 


10 full-time students to support the B. A. 
teacher,* 


11 full-time students to support the M. A. 
teacher,* 


12 full-time students to support the B. D. 
teacher.* 


This scale takes no account of teachers 
who have been teaching for a number of 
years or teachers who have higher degrees 
and, therefore, draw correspondingly high- 
er salaries. 

Clearly, then, Lee College must depend 
on the support of the Church and its 
many friends in order to meet the de- 
mands made upon it financially. The only 
manner in which such an institution can 
survive is through its outside support.

TRUTH

“And ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you 
free,” John 8:32. 


HE ARTICLES in this issue 

j of the Evangel are developed 

around the theme of truth; 

this is a subject very much re- 

lated to an educational institution, 

especially an institution that re- 

gards the Bible and God in the 

manner of Lee College and the 
Church of God. 


“What is truth?” This was the 
question of Pilate as he stood in 
the presense of Truth incarnate— 
Jesus of Nazareth. We ask it again 
today, though not with the same 
unbelief, and perhaps sarcasm, of 
Pilate. 

The opposite of truth is ignor- 
ance, and ignorance is always en- 
slaving. Superstitution is one of the 
crassest and severest forms of the 
bondage of ignorance. Though we 
sometimes think of superstitutions 
as funny little curiosities, they have 
a background in voodooism and 
fetishes. Such has often been used 
to oppose the advance of civiliza- 
tion; it has cost us in health, 
security, lives and souls. ' 


Incorrect medical theories and 
diagnoses are forms of untruth. 
The former attitudes toward cer- 
tain diseases illustrate this point. 
Bursitis was once treated by strap- 
ping the arm to the body, thus 
hindering instead of helping. In- 
sanity was once treated as demon 











possession and treatment was the 
snake pit. Incorrect diagnoses even 
today impede the progress of treat- 
ment. These also have cost us in 
lives and much happiness. 

Incorrect concepts of physics 
have hindered the progress of 
civilization. The passing of the 
“sound barrier” created consider- 
able fear and hesitancy in develop- 
ing the speed of aircraft. The 
making of an aircraft heavier 
than air was hindered by false 
notions of flight. The discovery of 
the “new world” was put off by 
the concept of the world as a flat 
surface. 

All these points serve only to il- 
lustrate the bondage of ignorance, 
and to point out the fact that 
truth is freedom and it is sacred. 


Truth is sacred. This is true be- 
cause of the sacredness of freedom. 
Every emancipated slave can ex- 
plain what freedom means, and 
that it is sacred. Every mother who 
has seen her pneumonia stricken 
child respond to modern medical 
aids and techniques can explain 
that freedom. 


The sacredness of truth stands 
out also because of the relation- 
ship of truth with God. God and 
truth (regardless of what area of 
truth) are inseparable. The con- 
sequence of this fact is that truth 


is not a toy, not a tool of vain 
argument, nor the pursuit of it a 
ruse of so-called academic freejom. 

What is truth? It is the body of 
knowledge that corresponds vith 
the mind of God. If this is true, 
education’s chief objective is the 
discovery of the mind of God. This 
principle makes the Bible ind 
Christ the center of educatbn, 
and the Holy Spirit the primary 
teacher in true education. This 
makes all education religious. All 
branches of learning—the arts, the 
sciences, languages, history, etc— 
are related to the sacredness of 
truth and the mind of God. Gad’s 
mind comprehends all facts, ages, 
principles or laws and all future 
wisdom. Jesus Christ is the in- 
carnation of all these, and the 
Holy Spirit is the Teacher of all 
these. 


The Son of God is the incarna- 
tion of the mind and wisdom of 
God in matters of fact and law, 
because in Him “are hid al the 
treasures of wisdom and knowl- 
edge” (Colossians 2:3). His disciples 
testified that He knew all things. 
He knew the hearts of men, the 
histories of nations, and He was 
the Creator of all things. He was 
the fulness of spiritual principle 
and wisdom. He was the law,

OUR CULTURE, it is not 
_ Gfexcommen to observe people 
going to and fro with limited 
freedom because of superstitions. 
Chavacteristic of the earliest primi- 
tives, people have held to certain 
rites and ideas which have in- 
creased inner fears beyond neces- 
sity. Often we hear such state- 
ments as “Don’t start anything on 
Friday that you cannot finish be- 
fore Monday.” “If you leave on a 
trip, don’t turn around and go back, 
nc matter what you forgot.” These 
actions have connoted bad luck. 
The age-old superstition about the 
black cat is still prevalent among 
some people. 

How drastic it is when people 
cannot feel free to live because of 
nonsensical folklore which some- 
times has its origin in Satan-in- 
spired religions. As life is, people 
are bound by certain inhibitions 
caused from their environment; it 
is needless to add to those emo- 
tional and physical limitations 
more sources of strain and in- 
capacitation. 

By knowing the truth about 
psychology, the study of human 
behavior, we have an understand- 
ing of scientific investigation, as 
well as the ways of mankind. When 
people begin to examine statements 
concerning life’s ways, they dis- 
cover that everything that is said 
is not necessarily true. Just be- 
cause someone holds an opinion 
about a black cat or a patent 
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medicine does not hold weight for 
the person until he has investi- 
gated the situation. 

The study of the faculties of the 
mind increases our understanding 
and capacity for reason. Though 
the Bible is not a textbook of 
psychology, history, or science, but 
a treatise of religion, it contains 
many important things relative to 
our understanding and approach 
to the over-all picture of life. As a 
matter of fact, it is the controlling 
factor for the Christian’s world 
view. The Bible, however, shows the 
necessity of thinking and reason- 
ing things out. John the Baptist 
investigated the deity of Christ 
when he came near. Paul, in writ- 
ing to the Romans, urged the 
Christians to consider rationally 
what was their reasonable service. 
1 Peter 3:15 says, “But sanctify 
the Lord God in your hearts: and 
be ready always to give an answer 
to every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in you 
with meekness and fear.” 1 John 
4:1 emphasizes further the vital 
importance of scrutinizing situa- 
tions so that we are not deceived 
with evil: “Beloved, believe not 
every spirit, but try the spirits 
whether they are of God: because 
many false prophets are gone out 
into the world.” 

A knowledge of psychology sets 
us free from being influenced by 
“spirits” which have  tantilized 
men’s minds for centuries—the

gruesome fears that men possess 
about superstition, the stereotyped 
notions about personality, and the 
ungrounded belief that the super- 
natural flees the presence of a 
proper understanding of human 
behavior. 

During the nineteenth century, 
men held to the doctrine of 
phrenology. The adherents of this 
view believed that personality was 
made up of certain faculties and 
assigned spots to the brain or skull 
that controlled these faculties. The 
unsound deduction they made said 
that the shape of the skull could 
be studied and thereby one could 
determine the personality traits of 
individuals. What this actually says 
is that by looking at a  per- 
son’s skull one could determine 
whether or not he was gentle or 
harsh, kind or polite, etc. The 
modern findings of neurologists 
completely disprove this view on 
the basis of study of skulls in re- 
lationship to personality. So here 
again, the truth of psychology sets 
us free from false views of per- 
sonality interpretation. 

A view common among some to- 
day called physiognamy keeps men 
from the truth. The people who 
hold to the art of physiognamy be- 
lieve that they can determine the 
temperament and personality of 
individuals by their facial features. 
They supposedly are able to tell 
a person’s make-up by the shape

His friend spake to 
him thus: ‘You are not a fish; how 
do you know that the fishes are 
enjoying themselves?’ ‘You are 
not myself,’ returned Soshi; ‘how 
do you know that I do not know the 
fishes are enjoying themselves?’ ”— 
Okakura Kakuzo. 


Our conclusions are almost al- 
ways subjectively derived. Indeed, 
it is virtually impossible to ap- 
proach truth objectively without its 
being colored by our own ex- 
periences. Not that truth, per se, 
is relative; but, what meaning has 
truth except as we interpret it in 
terms of our own experiences? Our 
experiences have been gained in a 
scientific environment. We take 
our scientific heritage for granted. 
Therefore, when we say, scien- 
tifically speaking, “And ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free,” we are not greatly 
impressed, for we don’t know what 
we mean. We cannot fully ap- 
preciate our blessings because we 
have never been without them. We 
are like the man who complained 
because he had no shoes until he 
met a man who had no feet, ex- 
cept we have never met a man who 
had no feet. 


It is most difficult to imagine 
ourselves in a culture not in- 
fluenced by science. In the first 
place, our. whole western culture 
is intricately coupled with scien- 
tific thought and procedure. It was 
through deductive reasoning based 
upon scientific principles that the 
discovery of America was made 
possible. The first settlers of this 
country arrived in ships designed, 
built, and navigated by the ap- 
plication of scientific principles. In 
the second place, our Christian 
heritage is the mother of modern 
science. Indeed, there could be no 
science without a firm belief in 
the organization and regulation of 
a unified world. These require- 
ments could not be found in a 
world governed by heathenistic 
gods possessing human attributes 
such as jealousy and envy, and 
which are capriciously inclined. 


Such requirements are met only in 
a universe created by one God Who 
governs by law and order. It is 
absolute confidence in law and 
order that makes science possible. 

Science is not a tool used for 
convenience, but a system of life 
upon which, hand in hand with 
our Christian heritage, rests our 
western civilization. Keeping this 
in mind, let us review some of the 
knowledge we have learned through 
science and a few of the many 
benefits we have received through 
a practical application of this 
knowledge. 

Pure science is concerned with 
the accumulation and classifica- 
tion of basic knowledge derived 
from the observation and measure- 
ment of natural phenomena. Pure 
science is not concerned with the 
use to which its findings are em- 
ployed; however, pure science is the 
point of departure from which all 
the applied sciences have their be- 
ginnings. 

Basic science has given us a 
knowledge about the world in which 
we live. We have recorded a large 
amount of information about the 
composition and organization of 
the universe and the sun-centered 
solar system of which we are a 
part. We have learned much about 
the composition and structure of 
the earth—its atmosphere, its sur- 
face, and its core. We know that 
the earth is a sphere traveling 
about the sun in an elliptical orbit 
and that it rotates on an axis 
which is inclined to the plane of 
its orbit; that the earth’s atmos- 
phere is composed of a mixture of 
gases of which oxygen is a vital 
constituent; that three-fourths of 
the earth’s surface is covered with 
water; that the crust of the earth, 
formed from rock, is forever chang- 
ing; that the core of the earth is 
molten rock and metal. This knowl- 
edge has released us from super- 
stition and its accompanying fear. 
For example, primitive man was 
afraid of lightning and thunder 
and other weather phenomena. 
The early sailors were afraid of 
sea monsters which they thought 
were ready to engulf them and 
they were afraid of sailing over 
the edge of the world and falling

She Truth 
Sociology

EARNING WHY man acts, 

thinks and believes as he 

does is a most interesting 
study. Man does not live alone; he 
is a social being. It is important 
that he understand those with 
whom he associates. Sociology is 
the study of man in his relationship 
with other people. 
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Who are you? What are your 
values and attitudes? Why do you 
act as you do? How did you be- 
come a social being? Would you 
have been different had you been 
reared in India or Africa? In what 
ways would you have been dif- 
ferent? These are some of the 
questions which are raised in the 
sociology classes. 


One of the ways to see the im- 
portance of sociology is to look at 
the social institutions, because it is 
through them that man’s usual 
patterns of behavior are. es- 
tablished. In these institutions his 
position in society and the roles 
which he plays are determined. The 
most important of these institu- 
tions are the family, the church, 
the government, schools and busi- 
nesses. 


In the early days of America, 
the family was a self-sufficient, 
economic group. They made their 
own clothing, grew their own food, 
built their own houses, protected 
each other, and educated their 
children to be like their parents. 
During those days, there were few 
divorces and the function of the 
family was such that each mem- 
ber depended on the other. 

Today’s family finds the father 
working at one place, the mother 
at another (about half of the work- 





ing salaried women are married), 
and the children in school. Their 
protection is given by the govern- 
ment through the police force. Rec- 
reation is commercialized, and one 
participates from the sideline as a 
spectator rather than by actual 
physical activity. Thus, we can see 
that the functions of a family are 
changing. What is the role that 
will be played by the father, the 
mother, or the oldest child in to- 
day’s family? What is the purpose 
of today’s family? These are ques- 
tions which are studied in sociology. 


The church was once the social 
center, where one not only wor- 
shiped God, but received the local 
news, helped the poor and needy, 
directed the educational system by 
having the classes held in the 
church and by using the minister 
as the teacher for the children; 
but today’s church is facing a dif- 
ferent situation. The government, 
through public welfare, is looking 
after the poor and needy. News- 
papers, radio and television are 
distributing the news. Our free 
time is now being occupied by com- 
mercial recreational activities. The 
schools have been built and subjects 
are taught by trained teachers. The 
church building is used only five 
or six hours a week. What part 
will the church play in the in- 
dividual lives of its members? What 
part should it play? Should we 
make it the center of many ac- 
tivities and a variety of programs 
which will require its being used 
every night of the week? Again 
these are questions which are 
studied in sociology. 


Sociology is a science. A science 
is a classified or organized body of 
knowledge which enables one to 
make predictions. There are facts 
which we know concerning man’s 
habits, attitudes and values. Know- 
ing these facts, under certain con- 
ditions, we can make predictions 
as to man’s behavior. However, it 
is more difficult in social sciences 
than in the physical sciences as 
the agents used are not always the 
same. Man changes from day to 
day; whereas, the agents in the 
physical sciences, like chemistry, 
are constant in their properties. In 
chemistry one is dealing with min-

2 } of sounds,” observed Plato, 

and Swift echoed in a later 
century, “Truth is eternal.” Man 
has always sought truth; but be- 
cause truth emanates from God 
Himself, man has found it difficult 
to know truth fully. As man cannot 
fully comprehend the infinity of 
God, he cannot find nor fathom 
the infinity of Truth. But he can 
search, and that he has done. 

Great works of literature give us 
evidences of man’s searching. Be- 
cause of man’s limitations, the pro- 
jections of his mind upon the page 
do not always proclaim absolute 
truth. But often through the maze 
of questions, uncertainties, grop- 
ings, man has penned brilliant rays 
of truth that stand as beacons to 
those who continue to search. 

The search for truth is as varied 
as are the minds of men. Some men 
have shown little curiosity and have 
written narrowly, supposing their 
minute portions of truth to be the 
whole of Truth. The writings of 
such men become trite and un- 
interesting because they often write 
volumes to say the same things 
over and over. These volumes have 
their place among the people who 
do not reach beyond these narrowly 
expressed portions of truth. But the 
person who really thinks probes be- 
yond the confining walls of small- 
nesses into broader areas of 
searching ground.

grows out of the minds which find 

it hard to decipher the true from 

the false. Such difficulty brings a 

struggle which often finds its way 

into poetry or prose. Alfred Lord 

Tennyson’s mind is an example of 

such a mind. Tennyson literally 

absorbed the philosophies of the 

Victorian Age in England, and the

many. Completely honest in his 
attempt to find the truth, Tenny- 
son battled even with the theories 
of evolution which were being pro- 
jected by Charles Darwin and 
others. Listen to Tennyson’s own 
record of his struggle from his

I stretch lame hands of faith and 

grope,

But Tennyson was not satisfied 

to continue groping with “lame 
hands of faith.” The search con- 
tinued until he came to the point 
that he could look back on the 
struggle. He says: 

Perplext in faith, but pure in deeds, 
At last he beat his music out. 
There lives more faith in honest 

doubt, 

Believe me, than in half the creeds. 


He fought his doubts and gathered 
strength, 
He would not make his judgment 
blind,

He faced the spectres of the 
mind 

And laid them; thus he came at 
length 


To find a stronger faith his own, 
And Power was with him in the 
night ’ 
Which makes the darkness and 
the light 
And dwells not in the light alone. 


Then we hear him in the closing 

years as he came to a better under- 

standing of the real truth as he 
proclaims of God: 

Speak to Him thou, for He hears, 
and Spirit with Spirit can 
meet— 

Closer is He than breathing, and 
nearer than hands and 
feet. 

Others in Tennyson’s age, as well 
as in other ages of all time, have 
been less fortunate than Tennyson 
in their search. Some men never 
seem to come as close to the truth 
as Tennyson. Matthew Arnold ex- 
emplified this failure to satisfy his 
own heart. In “Dover Beach,” as 
he stood watching the tide go out, 
Arnold observed: 

The Sea of Faith 

Was once, too, at the full. . 

But now I only hear 

Its melancholy, long, withdrawing 
roar 

Retreating, to the breath 

Of the night-wind, down the vast

promises and decree of God in the 
flesh. 

The Holy Spirit is the Teacher 
of all truth; it is His will to teach 
the whole counsel of God. The Holy 
Spirit aids in the teaching of the 
arts and sciences because that 
truth is sacred. Here He teaches 
by investigation and discovery. In 
matters of spiritual principle, He 
is the Revealer of the will of God. 
Here He teaches by revelation, 
particularly in the Bible—the 
Word of God. 

The aim of education is to give 
a unified concept of all truth. The 
student who is ignorant of the 
manifold character of truth is 
limited and bound. This is true of 
all: the theologian who is ignorant 
of science, the scientist who is 
ignorant of theology, the historian 
who is ignorant of Christ, and the 
Christian who is ignorant of his- 
tory. 

Education has inherited a dis- 
jointed situation in the effort to 
separate all these things. To this 
situation, Christian education ad- 
dresses itself in the words of Dr. 
G. H. Cartledge: “This opportunity 
is inherent in the fact that the 
church-related college is, by its 
nature, obligated to aid the student 
in uniting the truths of science, 
philosophy and religion into an in- 
tegrated set of convictions and at- 
titudes. .. . All of them (its grad- 
uates) should come to graduation 
with the realization that they are 
bearers of a torch of Christian 
idealism in a practical, secularized 
world.” 

It is in this light that we offer 
the theme of this issue and the 
articles that appear in it.

of his nose, the width of his fore- 
head, the height of his cheek bone, 
and the thickness of his lips. 
Modern investigations and psy- 
chological research indicate that 
these theories are unfounded and 
are a bunch of enthusiastic af- 
firmations based on coincidence 
rather than fact. Again we have 
observed how that modern learn- 
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ing, through God’s grace, has 
brought freedom from false ideas. 

The understanding of ourselves 
is another important step in arriv- 
ing at the truth. Through years 
of counseling, investigation, ob- 
servation, and comparison, psy- 
chologists, as permitted by God, 
have arrived at conclusions that 
help us know why we act as we 
do. Often times in observing the 
principles of motivation, personal- 
ity, learning, and personal adjust- 
ment, we are helped to see our- 
selves. 

One of the greatest sins within 
mankind is dishonesty. Especially 
when one is dishonest with him- 
self does he stand in a bad light 
in the presence of God. Ancient 
philosophers have said, “know thy- 
self;” the Bible says “confess your 
sins.” To confess our sins, we must 
see our sins and admit them; 
therefore, salvation is impossible 
without a certain amount of in- 
trospection. By seeing our sins and 
sincerely confessing them and be- 
lieving in Jesus Christ, we are 
loosed from the bonds of our sin- 
ful natures. 

Finally, psychological dynamics 
relieve us from limitations in deal- 
ing with other people. So often, 
dealing with people is a problem. 
Christ possessed wisdom beyond 
measure in human behavior; the 
way He handled questions, the 
manner in which He told His 
parables, and the way He faced 
death all showed His divine knowl- 
edge. He displayed the understand- 
ing we all desire in our social re- 
lationships. We gain some of that 
understanding by observing Him, 
but we also increase our concep- 
tion of human nature by studying 
psychology. 

Why spend three times as much 
time in doing something as is 
necessary? Why hurt feelings be- 
yond repair when there is no need? 
Why be limited by superstitions 
that are not so? Why be influenced 
by quack medicines and remedies 
when they are not valid? Why hold 
errant ideas that make you judge 
people, when Christ said, “Judge 
not?” Why be bound, when your 
hopes, ideas, attitudes, and be- 
havior can flow freely with an 
understanding which God has per- 
mitted us to have?

into a bottomless pit. Early peoples 
thought that diseases were curses 
poured out upon them by the gods. 
Many people believed in charms, 
or the power of little trinkets to 
protect them from harm, to bring 
good luck, etc. Even today many 
people swear by the moon and its 
power to influence weather, pro- 
duce good crops, and to initiate 
happy romances. 

Science has brought us a knowl- 
edge about the structure and 
organization of matter, chemical 
activity, energy conversions, the 
laws governing the motion of par- 
ticles, the electrical nature of mat- 
ter, the nature of light and electro- 
magnetic radiation. Through the 
study of nuclear physics, we have 
learned a great deal about the 
fundamental nature of matter and 
energy, radiation, radioactivity, 
nuclear energy conversions, and 
atomic power. The application of 
this basic knowledge has ushered 
us into our present technological 
and atomic age. In the material 
realm science has given us many 
things among which are airplanes, 
washing machines, and electric 
toasters. More than these, however, 
science has shown us how to 
harness and to use power. Our 
standard of living is proportional to 
power consumption. Until we learn- 
ed to harness power for our com- 
mon good, a few lords and noble- 
men prospered by enslaving the 
poor. A forty-hour week for the 
working man was unheard of until 
the present time. 


In the field of Biology we have 
learned about the composition, 
structure and cellular organization 
of protoplasm, the “physical basis 
of life.” We have gained a knowl- 
edge about the organization and 
function of tissues, organs, and 
systems of which all higher orders 
of living things are composed. We 
know something about the pro- 
cesses of reproduction and develop- 
ment of the individual, the prin- 
ciples of heredity, and the role of 
variation in the continuity of life. 
We have learned much about the 
interdependence of living things, 




















the nature and causes of many 
diseases, and the unity of the phy- 
sical world. From this knowledge 
has come a great agricultural and 
livestock industry, healthier peo- 
ple, a lower death rate among in- 
fants, the elimination or decreased 
severity of many diseases, and a 
host of other things too numerous 
to mention. 

These are but few of the many 
things we have learned through 
science. They are truths we have 
uncovered. Upon them are largely 
based the political, economic, and 
social structure of our way of life. 
Science is the system by which man 
fulfills his first commission. God 
placed man upon the earth, gave 
him dominion over it and com- 
manded him to subdue it. Science 
is the system by which man obeys 
the command.

erals or acids which remain the 
same, but in sociology one deals 
with man; and as one elderly 
gentleman said, “It takes all kinds 
to make up this world, and we 
ain’t missing nary one of ’em.” 

Our purpose in learning the facts 
of man’s behavior is that it helps 
us to better understand ourselves 
and makes it easier for us to under- 
stand others. It enables us to es- 
tablish methods which will lead us 
toward desirable social goals. We 
need to know the truth of sociology.

And naked shingles of the world. 


As he experienced the ebbing of 
the “Sea of Faith” in his own life, 
he came to the point to which all 
men who lose faith come. He was 
afraid of the future and could find 
“nor certitude, nor peace, nor help 
for pain.” He pictured himself— 
and others—standing 

. . on a darkling plain 
Swept with confused alarms of 

struggle and flight. 

This observation in itself presents 
one of the profound truths of all 
time—men who do not find the 
eternal truths of God in satisfying 
portions continue to stand on that 





“darkling plain” of confusion and 
unhappiness. 

One fact is interesting and al- 
most startling about man’s search 
for truth—the very struggles and 
gropings themselves have produced 
glimpses into truth that could have 
come in no other way. So, even if 
literature does not present the 
whole truth, our own areas for 
searching can be enlarged as we 
examine the efforts of others to 
find the truth. “Truth is a shatter- 
ed mirror strown in bits; while 
each believes his little bit the 
whole,” said Sir Richard Burton. 
How much have we been able to 
reconstruct? 

Even though God’s search for 
man is always evident, God has 
chosen to have us find Him also 
through searching. We must not 
let our minds become narrow 
enough to shut out the greatness 
of God as He reveals Himself to 
us through His Word, through His 
servants, through His creation, and 
even through efforts of others to 
find Him.
